LOS ANGELES, April 1.—With 
the price of meat soaring, Boyle 
Heights women have effected a 
real united front in opposition 
to profiteers.

Two meetings 
have been held with the butchers, 
and finally, when it was evident 
that only determined action could 
lower prices block committees 
were eStablished. These block 
committees are springing up in 
almost every neighborhood in the 
district. Each elects a delegate 
to the conference.

' ' Before they went out, Prosecutor McAllister threatened that if they 


did not bring in convictions, the California Vigilantes would spread 
a reign of terror through the state. He asked them to confirm the 
¢. S. Law so that working class organizers could be railroaded to 
prison through legal channels, thus sparing the vigilantes their 
intended rampage with torch and gun. 


f The workers now locked in the County jail are strike leaders 
gnd organizers of the unemployed. They won higher wages for 
cotton pickers who were living on a scale parallel with the lowest 
standards of savages—huddled in dirt floor hovels, sleeping whole 
families in tents, drinking ditchwater. They won better relief for 
the unemployed. 

" That is why they are locked in jail at this moment. Not 
hecause they were trying to overthrow the government. No one 
helieves that monstrous pretense of the lying hog McAllister and 
his two racketeering aides. These workers were framed by the 
huge. banking and agricultural interests and by the same powers 
that called out the National Guard to break the General Strike. 


The word comrade is not a word applying only to the Com- 
munist Party.

It means that from now on whenever you open your mouth 
for higher wages orMecent relief, you will be accused of trying to 
overthrow the United States government. According to the inter- 
pretation of these convictions, the United States Government is 
A LOW STANDARD OF LIVING and anyone who opposes it 
is trying to overthrow it. 


The trial just completed is evidence that the California courts 
have degenerated into cheap punishment committees for the. big 
financial interests. 

There are two places to fight this menace. One is to get in 
back of the appeal. (More in later Western Workers.) The other 
is. to demand passage of Bill 419 in the State Legislature calling 
for complete repeal of the C. S. Law.; This bill was killed in com- 
mittee but ‘a resolution is being circiilated which can re-introduce 
it on the floor of the Assembly.
